Claim 1 (Previously presented): A method of removing amyloid deposits from a subject 
comprising administering to the subject amyloid fibrils comprising immunoglobulin light chain 
polypeptide or whole immunoglobulin light chain polypeptide, heterologous to the amyloid 
fibrils in the subject, in an effective amount to generate an immune response, wherein the 
immune response promotes the removal of amyloid deposits from the subject.

Claim 32 (Previously presented): A method of claim 1, wherein the amyloid fibrils are 
synthetic amyloid fibrils. 

Claim 33 (Previously presented): A method of claim 1, wherein the amyloid fibrils are 
recombinant amyloid fibrils. 

Claim 34 (Previously presented): A method of claim 1, wherein the amyloid fibrils are 
naturally occurring amyloid fibrils.

Claim 39 (Previously presented): A method of claim 1, wherein the subject is a mammal. 
Claim 40 (Previously presented): A method of claim 39, wherein the mammal is a 

human. 

Claim 41 (Previously presented): A method of claim 1, wherein about 10% or more of 
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the amyloid deposits are removed as compared to the subject without treatment of amyloid 
fibrils. 

Claim 42 (Previously presented): A method of claim 41 , wherein about 20% or more of 
the amyloid deposits are removed as compared to the subject without treatment of amyloid 
fibrils. 

Claim 43 (Previously presented): A method of claim 42, wherein about 30% or more of 
the amyloid deposits are removed as compared to the subject without treatment of amyloid 
fibrils. 

Claim 44 (Previously presented): A method of claim 43, wherein about 40% or more of 
the amyloid deposits are removed as compared to the subject without treatment of amyloid 
fibrils. 

Claim 45 (Previously presented): A method of claim 44, wherein about 50% or more of 
the amyloid deposits are removed as compared to the subject without treatment of amyloid 
fibrils. 

Claims 46-49 (Canceled) 

Claim 50 (Previously presented): A method of removing amyloid deposits from a subject 
comprising administering to the subject amyloid fibrils comprising an immunoglobulin light 
chain polypeptide, heterologous to the amyloid fibrils in the subject, in an effective amount to 
generate an immune response, wherein the immune response promotes the removal of amyloid 
deposits from the subject. 

Claim 51 (Previously presented): A method of claim 50, wherein the subject is a 

mammal.

Claim 58 (Previously presented): A method of removing amyloid deposits from a subject 
comprising administering to the subject amyloid fibrils comprising a whole immunoglobulin 
light chain polypeptide, heterologous to the amyloid fibrils in the subject, in an effective amount 
to generate an immune response, wherein the immune response promotes the removal of amyloid 
deposits from the subject. 

Claims 59-62 (Canceled) 

Claim 63 (Previously presented): A method of claim 32, wherein the synthetic amyloid 
fibrils comprise purified native protein or polypeptide. 

Claim 64 (Previously presented): A method of removing amyloid deposits from a subject 
comprising administering to the subject the composition of claim 59 in an effective amount to 
generate an immune response, wherein the immune response promotes the removal of amyloid 
deposits from the subject. 

Claims 65-68 (Canceled) 

Claim 69 (Previously presented): The method of claim 1 , wherein the immunoglobulin 
light chain polypeptide comprises the variable region. 
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Claim 70 (Previously presented): The method of claim 69, wherein the immunoglobulin 
light chain polypeptide comprises the k or X chain. 
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
